Although 
BO American man-ol-war was then in 
he harbor, this captain of a merchant- 
man with the spirit which was wont to 
inspire our skippers m Revolutionary 
days, defied the German boat's crew 
sent to search bU vessel, anl so im- 
pressed them with his courage and man- 
liness that they dared not board him. 
If every one in Samoa had shown equal 
courage in resistiug German aggression 
the petty officials of Bismarck would 
never have got the idea th.it they owned 
the islands. 


A Berlin dispatch sajs the Samoan 


Conference is not expected to be cou> 
fronted by formidable difficulties. Slight 
doubts are expressed as to the attitude 
of America, but the German Govern- 
ment will do its utmost to prevent fric- 
tion and at the same time maintain 
Germany's foil right to deal with th'e 
Samoan rebels. 
Confidence is felt that 


the peaceful disposition of all three 
powers will render an agreement easy. 


Ex-President Cleveland responded to 


the toas ol "The United States," at 
ihi dinner Saturday night given by the 
Friendly Sons of St. Patrick. 
Among 


other remarks be said: 
"Whenever 


there exists a straggle for freei govern- 
ment and for man's enfranchisement 
there will be found the aid and sympa 
thy of the people of tbd^tnited States," 
His address was foil of patriotism, and 
•voked warm applause. 


The New York Herald had an inter- 


view with General Roger A. Pryor, who 
says the Solid South will go to pieces 
on the rocks of protection, and her peo- 
ple will stand by the Republican perty 
if the white men of the South will be 
permitted to control their State Govern- 
ments and the bloody shirt is not waved. 
Pryor says there is now a great oppor- 
tunity for the Republicans to capture 
the Southern States. 


It is believed at the State Deparment 


that the Samoan Commission will not 
be able to start for Berlin before the 
middle of April, as the matter with 
which they have to deal is rather in- 
tricate, and preparation for its consider- 
ation involves exhaustive fctndy of the 
large amount of diplomatic correspond- 
ence as well as long protocols of the 
former conference.

DEALING WITH THE SOUTH, j 


Til* President -Hopei to be Able to 


BrlBff Several of the Southern 
States Into th« KebobllCM Fold. 


WASHISOTOS, D. C., March It—Pres- 


ident Harrison bas not as yet formu- 
lated any policy concerning the Southern 
patronage, bnt from incidental remarks 
he bas made te callers it appears toler- 
ably clear that an effort will be mide 
under this Administration to redeem a 
number of Southern States from Demo- 
cratic rale. The President is mindful 
of the fact that there is a Republican 
party in the South; and he feria it bis 
duty to protect and nurture this strag- 
gling party as much as be can. He 
does not desire simply to reward those 
who have faithfully borne the banner 
of Republicanism, bnt to so order mat- 
ters as to win the respect and confidence 
of the best elements of the Southern 
population. The President has heard 
so much of the Southern situation that 
he now realizes what many prominent 
Republicans are unable to perceive— 
that the South is ripe for a break from 
its Democratic fetters. The old Whig 
element is beginning to reassert itself, 
and protection is the lever which can 
be used to split the Solid South in 
twain. Representative Alt Taylor says 
Tennessee is sure to become a Republi- 
can Stale within a short time, and that 
coal and iron,are the moving influences 
in the redemption. Congressman Gates, 
though for many years a Democratic 
member of the Honse from Alabama, 
recently made this admission to one of 
bis friends: 


'•Sometimes I feel I am more of a 


Republican than Democrat, and there 
are,many people in my State who are 
beginning to feel the same way. On all 
things bnt the race question I believe 
we are Republicans. If the Republican 
party can eliminate the race question 
from its politics, remove from our people 
the danger of local Negro domination, 
it can have several Southern States for 
the asking." 


Senator Brown, of Georgia, is almost 


a Republican. 
Senator 
Gibson, of 


Louisiana, leader of the Conservative 
Democrats who have swept that State 
away from the radicals and Democratic 
Tories, is a Republican in everything 
bat name. With the black bugaboo out 
of their way the 
Conservatives of 


Louisiana would soun be found iu tbe 
Republican party. 
Even from Tory 


South Carolina a Nortbern Repub- 
lican traveling there on business Rends 
this letter to a Republican Senator: 


There is really but one Hide to Hie 


question here. I have bad my eyes 
opened. The frauds which nobody de- 
nies appear virtues. There is nothing 
to apologize for. Why, if tbe disheart- 
ening penalty of Negro rule and bank- 
ruptcy were not constantly threatened 
by Northern politicians, half tbe whites 
in Charleston would openly avow their 
belief in protection and vote the Repub- 
lican ticket. It is only tbe handful of 
politicians down here who care a rap 
which side has a majority in Congress. 


It was the Republican part; of tbe 


South that took tbe Honse of Represen- 
tatives from the Democrats. Bnt for 
the three Republican Representatives 
from North Carolina and the one from 
Louisiana in the new House, that body 
would still be in Democratic hands. 
Add to these fourteen Republican Con- 
gressmen trom tbe border States of 
Maryland, Virginia, 
Kentucky 
and 


Tennessee, with one from Arkansas 
and two from West Virginia in dispute, 
and the importance and faithfulness of 
Republican efforts in the States hereto- 
fore classed with tbe Solid South be- 
came apparent. 


President Harrison bas m>t overlooked 


tbe significance of these returns nor 
that of the vote on the Electoral tickets. 
With Maryland giving but 6,000 Damo- 
cratio plurality, Tennessee less than 
20,000, North Carolina only 13,000, 
West Virginia bnt 1,800, u>.d the Old 
Dominion only 1,500, Republican pros- 
pects are by no means hopeless in the 
South. 


GEN, 
HABEISON'S POIICY. 


It will be the part of wise party leader- 


ship and true Statesmanship m Presi- 
dent Harrison to bring, or endeavor to 
bring, all of these States tind perhaps 
others into the Us publican fold. At 
this time the indications ara that his 
first effort will be made in tbe direction 
of so filling Federal offices in the South 
as to command the respect ol the peo- 
ple of both parlies. While, of course, 
none but Republicans will be ttppoiuted 
to office iu the South or elsewhere, it 
will happen in many cases that Demo- 
crats will be consulted 
There are 


Postmasterships to be filled in the 
South in which the advice of prominent 
citizen"), Democrats, will doubtless out- 
weigh the cltMina of the few Republicans 
there resident. 
Democratic Senators 


and Congressmen will often be asked 
for suggestions concerning the character 
and fitness of applicants. It is the 
President's desire to remove from the 
minds of Southern people their belief 
that the Rapublican doctrine moans 
official recognition and honors for the 
worst element ol society. It is hiaj de- 
sire to win (he co-operation and sympa- 
thy of men of education, property, and 
public spirit through the South in the 
selection of men of good character and 
proper attainments for all Federal em- 
ployments. 


It e»n be said, moreover, that some 


of the old ooleriis of professional Re- 
publican spoilsmen in the South will be 
given a cold welcome at the White 
Honse.

of tbe situation in Louisiana. It is bis 
belief that tbe old spoils seeking gangs 
should be ignored, that negroes should 
not be appointed to important offices, 
not because they are unworthy bnt be- 
cause it is not wise to inflame tbe whites 
and that in local appointments leading 
citizens without regard to party should 
be made to feel that they have a voice.

IBBIOATION ACT. 


Water District Commissioner* »nd 


Th»lr Duties. 
„ 


The Aot passed by the Legislature at 


the recent session to regulate tbe use of 
water for irrigation and other purpose*, 
provides for tbe appointment of eight 
Commisnionen, one for each water dis- 
trict into which tbe Aot divides the 
State. Each Commissioner shall re- 
ceive $5 per day for each day in the 
year be is attending to dutiei of his 
office. 


District No. 1 includes all lands irri- 


gated by the Truokee river and its 
affluents; No. 2, lands irrigated by the 
Canon and its tributaries; No. 3, 1 finds 
irrigated by the East and West Walker 
river and their tributaries; No. 4, land 
irrigated by the Humboldt and its 
affluents; No. 5, land irrigated by the 
Owyhee and its tributaries; No. 6, all 
land irrigated by the Reese river and 
its tributaries; No. 7, all land irrigated 
by White river and its effluents; No. 8, 
all lands irrigated by Muddy river and 
its tributaries. 


The Commissioners are empowered to 


divide tbe water in natural lakes and 
streams among ditches taking water 
from the same. The Commissioners 
arealBO empowered to construct reser- 
voirs at the headwaters of streams for 
storage purposes.
